1. Mr. M«llert W. Kolirts* 21iX li«itozi with tl»» 
lz^«Uig«nce ^cncy, caUrd oa the Dir^l^r »t 9:15 oa 12 August 
1959 ’'at the request of his hose. ” The ssulersigmd was present 
during this meeting. 

2. Mr* Ktihrts opeaed the eon^rsatton hy stating that 
there were a number of mqdeasaia things In this life and his eall 
upon the Dibfsctor was one of them* He saM he had tieen directed 
to see Mr* Dulles in connection with the article published in die 
September 1959 issue of True magasine ’’Alien Dulles: America's 
Global Sherlock. ” Mr. i&dirts quite caiuiMly stated that the portion 
of this articde pertaining to the Federal Bureau of Mvcstigatioa was 
most disdMiteful to Mr. Hoo'irsr and hs hi^ been asked to Hnd out 
udiat Mr. Dulles knew about die article and its author* Ths Director 
said he had not seen the article prior to publication nor had he ever 
met die author and knew nothing about him. Mr. DuUee pointed out 
diat he had not yet had an opportunity to read the article in its 
entirety and he had bean advised that die writer wae using a nom de 
idume. Be said, however, he wae sure we could Had oxU the author's 
true name and would malte it available to the FBI through Jim 
Angleton and Mr. Kuhrts. In response to a query from Mr. Kuhrts, 
the XUrector readied that to the best of his knowledge no employes of 
CIA had assisted the audior in eny way* shipa, or form in the pr^- 
aration of the article. The Director commented he would be pleased 
to send Mr* Hoover a lettsr, with a copy to the cdldirs of True, 
repudiating that part of die article refsrsdng to the FBI. HouiaWr, 
he felt, on balance. True might wdl use its cc^y to add more fuel 

to die already unpleasant impreesion created by the article and, 
further, such a letter in the hands of True could be used for addi* 
tional itom puMicity. Mr. DuUae pointed oDd to Mr. Kuhrts the close 
cooperation between dis FBI and CIA and as far as hs was <»>ncsrned, 
our reladons are of the highest ordsr. He said on numerous occa* 
stone he had taken die o|qKirtunity in piddle speeches to pndse the 
work of Mr. Hoover and die FBI and he sincerely meant what said. 
The Dlrecbdr made it clear diad die reference to die FBI dose not in 
any way portray this Agency's feeling and if he is aide to Bad out the 
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identity of the CIA znea 1ft quoted te the ertielft ftft ftftyiog. ’’They 
(FBI ) ftftem to think that they’ee eupeftTifting u* «• end they ere not 
ehove eteftllnf one of our egentft if te«y think teey cm. u»e him them* 
etdvett ” Ite could eeeuye Mt» i&hrte that e^yopriete e d minia tyft^ve 
auction Vidll he taken. 

3, My, Kuhttft ftftid he had known My, DuUea foy a number 
of yeayft and wanted to amphaaiae that he alwaya had only the highest 
yeepeet for him and he personally waft convinced CIA not reftpoa* 
siMe for the article in question, Mr, Dolleft replied he appreciated 
this, uteft havh^ thlft matter looked into, and that Mr, Kuhrte might 
espect to hear further from My, Aimtletcte.
